The  outstation  work  has  been  organized  about  two  and  one-half  years,  during 
which  time  there  have  been  from  fifteen  to  forty  different  groups  of  students  go- 
ing out  on  week-ends.  Most  of  this  group  work  was  started  by  meetings  having 
been  held  on  the  streets  of  towns  and  cities.  In  some  cases  empty  school  build- 
ings or  churches  were  located,  which  were  used  until  a  new  church  building  was 
erected. 

During  this  time  there  have  been  twelve  new  churches  built,  including  build- 
ings otherwise  secured.  There  have  been  six  churches  set  in  order.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  about  thirty  student  pastors  are  going  out  from  the  school  each  week- 
end. There  were  five  hundred  souls  saved  during  the  first  semester  of  this  year 
through  the  instrumentality  of  these  groups.  Also  many  received  the  Baptism  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  and  many  were  healed  through  their  ministry.  Approximately  two 
hundred  and  fifty  students  participate  in  this  outstation  work. 

This  work  was  done  by  consecrated  faculty  and  students.  It  is  a  home  miss- 
ionary project  only  attainable  by  Spirit-filled  young  people.  Many  of  these  stu- 
dents have  received  training  equal  to  that  which  the  average  pioneer  worker  re- 
ceives from  three  to  four  years  of  actual  ministry  without  Bible  School  train- 
ing. The  outstation  activity  is  the  laboratory  where  our  students  use  the  things 
learned  in  school.  It  also  serves  to  help  the  student  keep  the  burden  for  lost 
souls.
